The following. advice to house mothers 
to do their share in protecting their. ‘fa- 
nilies from contagious diseases is par- 
ticularly applicable to typhoid cases, it 
is. also worth observing in case of in- 
fection of any kind... 
“It is believed that. the common house 
fly frequently carries on its body from 
filthy places the germs of ‘typhoid fever. 
and deposits them on food in. kitchens 
and on dining tables. Those. who nurse 
the sick and are careless about disin- 
fection frequently infect themselves by 
soiling food or drink with their dirty 
hands, The fingers should not be put 
into the mouth, the sick should not be 

issed, and the utensils used in the sick 
room, suel& as plates, spoons, etc., 
should be reserved-for the sick and 
thoroughly scalded on removal from 


the room. The time between infection’ 


and the appearance of the disease is 
usually from 9 to 14 days.
